And in order that our care and moderation may be on theſe occaſions confitent; with our

. wine and other Tawny liquors be avoided. 


"This Meeting i is alſo of the judgment, that the —_ of gv! ing biſcuits, cake, &C. to be 
taken away by thoſe who are invited to burials, ought. to be fully aboliſhed among Friends; and 
that they ſhould, when attending the burials of others, decline accepting ſuch, or any other things ; 


that may be offered to them, except ſome moderate refreſhment when neceſſary.
